A/1C Howell summoned 3/Sgt Robert S. Lewis, A¥37736757, same orrenization, and 
called hia at:ention to the objects. “oth Airmen observed objects for a2croximately 
five minutes after which one object climbed out of sight and was followed by the 
second. 


The objects appeared round and were silver in color. ‘“s‘lection was noted. 
Sise appeared to be equal to that of "a quarter." An estimate of altitude not 
available other than statement of Airmen —"at a very hizh altitude." : 


Movement of objects was at times stationary followed by Wiest-to Tast and 
East to West flight path. 


Other aircraft noted were one (1) 3-47 at high altitude, loaving vapor trails 
and one (1) T-11 at approximately 5000 feet.
